Mr. Inspector MeGookin, who recently visited the 
Saugeen Village Indian Day School, recommends that, in the 
basement, a door be installed between the furnace room and 
the steps leading to the rear basement entrance. He states 
that the lack of the door makes the classroom very cold. 


I have, therefore, to request that you will arrange 
to have a door installed. A lock with key should also be 
supplied, if same is considered by you to be necessary. 

You should see that this door is installed in a satisfactory 
manner, that no expense is incurred, and that the work ia 
completed before the extreme cold weather sets in. After 
the work has been completed, you should forward an account, 
in duplicate, properly certified, covering the expenditure 
incurred, 


The Inspector also recommends that thie building 
be painted, both inside and outside, next summer, as it is 
showing signs of wear. He states it will require two coats 
of paint. I have to request that you will draw this matter 
to the attention of the Department early next spring, giving 
full particulars as to the amount of paint‘required and the 
approximate cost of the material and labour. If the out 
buildings require painting, you should also include them in 
your estimate.

I have just returned to Toronto from an 
absence of over six weeks, attending the General 
Gonference of our Chureh at Victoria, B.C., and 
find your letter $1513977/1, dated september 2nd, 
awaiting my attention. 


I advertised last May for a teacher for 
the Scoteh Settlement school and received a number 
of applications. Communications from the former 
teacher, Mr. John Burr, stated that it was very 
desirable that the teacher should be a married man, 
prepared to keep house, as there is not suitable 
boarding accommodation on that Reserve. The 
applications received in May were from women. I had 
advertisements put into the papers again recently, 
but so far no applications have been received.

I have very bright pupils, badly handicapped 
yy disease. One exceedingly bright and clever chap has 
a and enlarged tonsils of the very worst type and 

although I had the Doctor come and examine the school and 
he sent his report to the Department, yet nothing has 
been done to relieve the trouble. This boy has etomach 
and kidneys affected badly from his head disability and 
I feel sure in a short time, unless prompt measures are 
taken, he will paes on to a higher school. Two girls each 
lost an eye from neglected cataract. One has now a glass 
eye. The other is very badly disfigured and does not come 
to school, although she cannot even read. My sympathy 
is all with these euffering children. There are at least 
5 belonging to thie division,bestides the one mentioned, 
who have eye trouble as well ae enlarged tonsils for Dr. 
Laird found only one sound throat in school. I do not 
know what the Department can do under the circumstances, 
but if you could only visit us you might at least suggest 
a solution of the problem. 


Kindly write any time now and I promise to 
anewer promptly and to the best of my imperfect knowledge.

Madam, - 


With reference to that portion of your letter of the 
2let instant, segueeore those pupils in the Scotch Settlement 
Indian Day Sohool who require operations for adenoids and en- 
larged tonsils, and, in other cases, who reyuire treatment for 
eye trouble, and glasses, I beg to say that the Department in 
July, last, took this matter up with Mr. Agent Stout with a view 
to having these children receive the proper treatment. At the 

“ time, Dr. Laird stated that he was unable to undertike the work, 
as he was not equipped with thé necessary instruments, and also 
because there was not a suitable place to have the work done. 
The doctor stated that the Indian homes had no conveniences to 
take care of children after an operation, oni the further con- 
sideration of thic matter th@n dropped. 


The Department hase since learned that a specialist 
visits Southampton at different timea, ani it might be, if the 
worst cases were taken there, that the specialist would be 
able to perform the necessary operations and give the treatment 
required. 


I would be pleased if you would give your personal 
attention to a consideration of the best means of arranging for 
the proper treatment being carried out in the cases of those 
ehildren who are in the greatest need of a doctor's attention. 
Tf you would ascertain the date on which the specialist visite 
~~~ Southempton, and if he would perform any operations required, also 
A the expenses that would be involved, ani whether you could have 
the Indian parents take the children to Southampton, the Department 
would, when full information is received from you, be in a position 
te devide what should be done towards supplying medical attention 
im cases where required.

MEMORANDUM: 


SUPERINTENDENT. GENER 


I beg to draw your attention to the very serious 
health conditions among the children on the Saugeen Reserve. 
These conditions were first brought to our attention by Mrs. 
Robo, teacher of the Scotch Settlement Indian Day School, who 
is a very intelligent woman, and one of our best teachers. 


We took this matter up with Mr. Agent Stout last 
summer with a view to arranging with Dr. C. de Laird, the 
medical officer for the Reserve, to give the necessary treat- 
ment and to perform the operations necessary. De. Laird inform- 
ed the Agent that he was unable to undertake the work as he was 
not equipped with the necessary instruments and that there was 
no suitable place to perform the operations required in the 
Indians' homes and no one to give proper cure and attention and 
diet to the children after the needed operations were performed. 
The doctor stated that a specialist frequently visited South 
ampton, and that the worst cases might be taken there and 
attended to by the specialist. 


In January, last, Mrs. Robb again drew our attention 
to the illness among the children, ani she was asked to give 
her views as to the best means of arranging for the proper 
treatment to be given the children who were in the greatest 
need of medical attention. In her reply she gives a list of 
the various cases that require immediate attention, and suggests 
that they be sent to Southampton to be treated by the specialist 
who visits there occasionally. Mrs. Robb furnishes a statement 
of the deaths among the pupils in her school during the eleven 
years she has been teaching. She states that of the number who 
have been enrolled during that time twenty-nine have died. 


I had today @ pergonal interview with Dr. Clark, 
of the Department of Health, in this matter, and he stated 
that their Department would be prepared to send one of their 
specialists, Dr. Heagerty, to the Reserve to make an examination 
of the Indians and to furnish a report and suggestions as to the 
best means of treating the cases rejuiring the same. Dr. 
Heagerty's services would be given free, the only charge being for 
his expenses . In carrying out the necessary operations and 
treatments recommended by Dr. Heagerty, the Department of Health 
would be prepared to assist in the expenses, and if the cases 
requiring treatment are the result of venereal disease, they 
would ve responsible for the entire cost. 


As it is necessary, in view of the reports we have 
received regarding health conditions on this Reserve, that some 
steps be taken to give treatment, I would recommend that the 
offer made by Dr. Clark, of the Department of Health, to loan the 
services of Dr. Heagerty to examine these Indians and furnish 
a report together with suggestions for treatment, be accepted,

Two of the officers of this Department interviewed your 
Dr. Clark regarding health conditions on the Saugeen Indian 
Reserve, more especially with reference to the need of medical 
attention for the ohildren of school age on the Reserve. 


It was suggested that Dr. Heagerty, of your staff, visit thie 
Reserve and make a general survey as to the health conditions 
amd ceport as to the individual cases, especially among the child- 
ren, requiring medical attention, the nature of their illness, 
and furnish a recomsenmiation as to the best means of having the 
proper medical treatment administered, and any operations re- 
quired performed. 


The medical officer for the Reserve, Dr. C. J. Laird, 
Southampton, Ont., states that he is unable to undertake this 
work, as he ia not equipped with the necessary instruments and 
that the Indian homes are not suitable places in which to 
perform operations, and that there is no one te give the proper 
care and attention ani diet to the onildren after such operations 
are performed, 


If, at the convenience of your Department, Dr. Heagerty 
could visit the Saugeen Reserve, we would be prepared to pay his 
personal expenses, it being understood that hia services would 
be given without charge to this Department. He should examine 
those cases that require medical attention, and advise what 
methods@ should be adopted to give the treatment required st 
the lowest possible cost. 


There are about 400 members, incluiing men, women and 
children in the Saugeen Band. We are more especially interest- 
ed in the health of the children than in the older members of 
the Band, who, in most oases, should be sable to provide for 
their own medical treatment.

As directed by this Department, I visited 
the Saugeen Indian Reserve. I arrived in Southampton 
Thursday night and met your agent, Mr. T.A. Stout, 
who conducted me to the reserve friday morning. 

I went direst to the school which is in charge of 
Mrs. Kobb, examined the pupils and found that the 
following require attention:

Having completed the schools on Friday afternoon, 
the agent, Mr. Stout, asked me to see a boy named 
Thompson who was absent from school and who had 
injured his foot. While examining this boy, I noticed 
that his little brother, who was nearby, looked rather 
pale and thin. I examined him and found that he was 
emaciated, was suffering from tubercular abscess in each 
axilla and,on examining his lungs, found that he was 
in the last stages of tuberculosis. He would probably 
live for another month or so. I examined Mrs. Thompson 
and found that she, also, was tubercular. 


The agent then asked me to see Eva John, a 
former pupil of Mrs. Kobb. This girl, although only 
13 years of age, was married and deserted by her husband. 
She had had an eye removed some years ago. On examining 
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DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH

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her I found that she was suffering from tuberculosis 
in a very advanced stage. She, also, will probably 
live another month or so. I examined her sister, Mrs. 
Nashkuawa, who was nearby, and found that she,also, 
was in the early stages of tuberculosis. 


In driving along the road we met Luke Kewakuon 
who complained of a cold. On examining his lungs, 
I found that he, also, was tubercular. We stopped 
in to see another old Indian who was sick and found 
that this old man was suffering from pneumonia. He 
had had a visit from Dr. Scot about three weeks 
previous and had absolutely no attention. This 
completed Friday's work.

Saturday morning I was taken to see Hazel Williams.~ 
I found this child suffering from keratitis (inflammation 
of the eyes) ,probably syphilitic in nature. She had 
an old tuque pulled down over her head to shut out 
the light from her eyes. she was absolutely without 
medical care or attention of any kind, as her mother 
is dead and her father is alone. I examined her sister 
and found that she was suffering from epacities 
of the sornea of both eyes, which is evidense of old 
inflammation of the eyes. It is probable that this 
condition in both children is due to congenital syphilis. 


F .. 

I next saw Irene Nashkewa and found that this 
child was almost totally blind and, in addition, was 
suffering from paralysis of the left arm; this probably, 
also, the result of congenital syphilis. The agent 
then took me to see Karl Ritchie. This is an idiotic 
child who is subject to fits. I also saw Nore Joshua — 
who requires to have her tonsils removed. 
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- 6 -. 


During my stay in Southampton, I interviewed 
Dr. Laird.*% The impression made upon me by Dr. 
Laird was not a good one. *He impressed me as being 
addicted to the use of alcohol. Subsequent enquiries 
confirmed my opinion, that he is not a man in whom 
one could place much confidense. He stated, with 
regard to the operations for removal of tonsils 
and adenoids, that these operations could be performed 
during the month of June by Dr. Park of Hamilton, 
who summered at Southampton, that his fee would be 
ten dollars for each sase and that, in addition, 
it would be necessary to provide an anaesthetist, 
(Dr. Laird himself) and nurses,whose fees were not 
specified. In addition, it would be nesessary to 
provide a building wherein the operations would be 
performed, beds, bedding, hospital equipment, surgical 
equipment, hot and cold water, bandages and a physician 
to remain in attendance until the cases were convalescent. 
The whole thing to me seemed to be most impracticable 
and inadvisable. 


I found that there is a bus servise from 
Southampton to Owen Sound thrice daily. This bus 
passes through the Indian Village. The fare is 
ninety cents from the Indian Village to Owen Sound. 

I took the bus to Owen Sound. The bus is a modern 
motor bus, inclosed,with all modern conveniences and 
quite suitable for the transportation of well or sisk 
individuals from Southampton to Owen Sound. 


Arriving in Owen Sound I called on Dr. Geo. Ss. Burt, 
who is @ specialist in eyes, ears, nose and throat. 
I had made enquiries at Southampton sonserning Dr. Burt 
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and found that he was reliable in every way. I 
enquired his fee for removal of tonsils and adenoids 
and he informed me that his fee was $30.00. On 
explaining the nature of the cases to hin, 

fact that there would be a number to be operated 
upon, he agreed to cut his fee to $10.00 a case. 

He rang up the anaesthetist who also agreed to cut his 
fee of $5.00 to $2.50. The hospital fee for public 
patients is $1.50 per dey. Each of our patients 
would be obliged to remain in the hospital two days 
for the operation. 


Sunday morning I visited the hospital and 
interviewed Miss McCarthy, the s intendent. g 
found that there was an‘operation,fee of $4.00 for 
each case, but when the circumstances of the case 
were brought to the attention of the president 
of the committee in charge of the hospital, it was 
agreed to waive this charge. Therefore, the entire 
charge for each operation for ‘removal of tonsils and 
adenoids would be as follows;

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arranged for by the agent. I believe he has, at a 
previous date, made some arrangements concerning the 
matter. Should the Department consider these sharges 
satisfactory and agree to have the operations performed, 
it will remain only for Mr. Stout, the agent, to 

obtain permission from the parents of the children 

to have the operations performed. ‘he children can 

be sent over to Owen Sound in batches of five or more. 
The bus will accommodate at least ten. I was unable to 
carry out a more complete survey of the adult population, 
owing to the fast that ploughing and seeding are now 
going on and it was, therefore, impossible to see the 
Indians individually. It can be readily seen, however, 
that the health of the Indians on the reserve has been 
neglected. Tuberculosis would appear to be very 
prevalent and there would also appear to be a number of 
cases of syphilis. This does not augur well for the 
future of the Indians on this reserve. 


Confidentially, I may say that I do not think 
either Dr. Scot or Dr. Laird deserving of sonfidence,. 
Should it be necessary to provide a physician for 
the Indians, I think it would be better to bring one in 
from Owen Sound. One of the Owen Sound physicians, Dr. 
Miller, visits Allenford, which is a short distance 
from the reserve, twice weekly. It is possible that 
some arrangement might be made with this physician.

I have to acknowledge the receipt of the report of 
Dr. J. J.’ Heagerty, dated the 16th instant, regarding the in- 
dividual cases among the children on the Saugeen Reserve re- 
quiring medical attention, the operations or other attention 
required in each @ase, and the arrangement which he suggests 
should be carried out in orier to have this work done. 


In reply I bey to say that we are instructing our 
Indian Agent to act in conjunction with the teachers in order 
to have the necessary action taken to carey out the s°"g<estions 
made by De. Heagerty in oaving those enildren who rejuire 
operations sent to the noespital in Owen Sound, and in the cases 
where dental attention is rejuired to have a dentist from South- 
amptoa attend to the same. 


The confidential report of Dr. Heagerty cegurding the 
two medical officers at present employed by this Department on the 
Saugeen Reserve has been note, and other arrangements will be 
made to sec that, in future, proper medical attention is given the 
Indians on this Reserve. 


I nave to request that you will convey to Dr. Heagerty 
this Department's appreciation of his services and for the 
very full report forwarded by him reguriing the health conditions 
among the children on the Saugeen Reserve; also for the steps 
taken by him in arranging with Dr. Burt ani the hospital 
authorities in Owen Sound for carrying out the operations and 
treatment meswemmd in the cases requiring same,

The Weeley family and the Cameron family should, 
if possible, hav» a blood test performed (for the presence 
of eyphilie). This can be done free of charge at the 
veneréal disease clinic at Owen Sound, which is in charge 
of Dr. A. G. Murray. You should endeavour to persuade 
the members of these families to have this test performed 
and arrangements could them be made to have the necessary 
treatment given. 


Dr. Heagerty also reports several cases of tuber=- 
culosis, He reports the oase of a young boy named Thompson, 
whom, he etates, is suffering from tubercular abscess in each 
axilla and that he was in the last stages of tuberoulosis. 

He examined Mre, Thompson and found that she was also tubercular. 


He also reports on the case of Eva John, who, although 
only l3years of age, is married and has been deserted by her 
husband, He states that she is in an ddvanced atage of tuber- 
culosis, also that her sister, Mro. MNashkuawa, is in the early 
stages of tuberculosis. The Doctor also reports on the case 
of Luke Kewakuon who is tubercular. If possible, arrangements 
should be made with Dr. Laird to see that these tubercular 
patients receive treatment ani an effort, at least, made to 
ameliorate their condition, 
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Madam, - 


Dr. Heagerty, of the Department of Health, 
who recently visited the Ssaugeen Reserve, has forwarded 
to this Department his report on the cases among the 
children requiring operations for the removal of tonsils 
and adenoids, examinations of eyes and dental attention, 
We are today forwarding Mr, Agent Stout a list of these 
cases aml the treatment recommended by Dr. Heagerty to 
be carried out in ¢ach cases. A list is also enclosed 
for your information, 


Dr. Heagerty has made arrangements with Dr. 
Geo. S. Burt, a specialist in eyes, ears, nose and throat, 
and the hospital authorities in Owen Sound to have the 
Necessary operations performed. A special rate for this 
work has been arranged, provided the cyildren ure for- 
warded in batches of five or more at a time. We are also 
instructing Mr. Agent Stout to make arrangements with a 
dentist at Southampton to give the necessary dental attention. 
It is considered that if »ll decayed teeth were extracted, 
this would be sufficient and that it would not be necessary 
to have any filling done. 


We are also requesting the Agent to consult you 


when making ee for having this medical treatment 


Carried out, and shall be pleased if you will use your 
influence with the parents and assist in every way that you 
Can in the neceagsary arrangements to have the children 
sent to Owen Soumi, and in having those requiring dental 
treatment brought before the dentist, who, it is thought, 
should perform this work at the schools. 


The parents snould umierstand that if they Jo not 
avail themselves of the opportunity now offerei to allow their 
children to receive trentment, we will be umable at a later 
date to make other arrangements for having this work done, 

It is hoped that the Agent and yourself will be able to in- 
flu the parents, and that, as a result, the health of 

children will be greatly benefitted. Thanking you for 
any assistance you may be able to render.

Dr. J. J. Heagerty, of the Department of Health, who 
recently visited the Saugeen Roserve, has forwarded to this Departe 
ment the names of the children in the three schools on the Reserve 
who are in urgent need of medical attention. A number of these 
children require operations for the removal of tonsils and adenoids, 
others require to have examinations and treatment for their eyes 
and «6 large nusber require dental attention. I enclose herewith 
a list giving the names of these children. 


Regarding the cases that rejuire operatione for the 
removal of tonsils and adenoids, Dr. Heagerty made arrangements 
with tne authorities of the hospital in Owen Souml for their 
admission, ani he also arranged with De, Geo. 3. Burt, of tnat 
city, who is a specialist in eyes, ears, noze and throat, to 
perform the operations required in each aase, Dr. Burt agreed 
to perform these operations at a very moderate charge and much 
below his regulur fee, provided the children were sent in batches 
of five or more at « time. The services of an annaeathetist were also 
arranged for, as well as the hospital charges. 


Dr. Heagerty states that there ia a bua serviceh from 
Southampton to Owen Sound thrice daily, shich passes through the 
Indian village. The face from that point vo Ow.n Sound ia 90 
centa. 


I have, therefore, to request that you will take the 
necessary steps to have tne children mentioned on the anclosed 
list who require operations sent to Owen Sound in batches of at 
least five at a time. You should consult Mra. Robb with a view 
to naving her act with you in carrying out these instructions, and 
in an effort to persuade the parents to allow their cnildren to 
go to Owen Sound to be treated. You should impress upén the 
Parents the neceasity of their children receiving proper medioul 
attention, and that, if they do not take advantage of the opportunity 
offered to have their children attemied to, it will hardly be 
possible to make other arrangements, ani the opportunity now offered 
will not ocour again,

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Dr. Burt will also cut his fee in two for all eye examin- 
ations. These examinations are to be made in hie office. 
If glaeses are required by the children upon the advice of 
Dr. Burt, arrangements should be made with an optician in 
Owen Sound to supply the same. Spectacles, in steel mount- 
ings, are to be provided in each case. 


We are communicating with Dr. Burt and the hospital 
authorities in Owen Sound, informing them that instructions 
have been given you to have the children taken to Owen Sound 
for treatment. 


Accounts oovering the expenses inourred should be handed 
to you, which you will be good enough to certify and forward 
to the Department in order that payment oan be made. 


Regarding the ohildren who require dental treatment, 
you should endeavour to arrange with a dentist in Southampton 
to perfor» this work. He could visit tne Reserve and treatment 
could be garried out in the sohools, Dr. Heagerty advises that 
all decayed teeth be extracted, and that no filling be done. 
You should endeavour to have the dentist do this work at the lowest 
possible figure, either on a per diem allowance, or 4 emall 
charge for each tooth extracted. 


The success to be achieved in having the operations and 
dental work performed will depend entirely upon the action 
taken by yourself and the teacher in persuading the parents 
to allow their children to be treated. You will, therefore, 
use every endeavour and tact in persuading the parents to 
allow their children to take advantage of the opportunity now 
offered, and point out to them that it is in the interest of 
the heaith of their children to have this work done. 


I will be pleased to have a report from you at a later 
date as to the success achieved and the names of the ohildren 
who have been treated and the nature of the treatment in each 
oase.

Eogreting the action which hae been taken to improve 
health conditione amone the children on the Sougpen Reserve, 
I beg to say that we requested the Department of Health to send 
an officer of that Department to make a survey of the health 
Gonditions among the school children. In May, leet, they cent 
Dr. J. J. Heagerty, an officer of that Department, to the 
reeecrve. le examined the children and furniehed a report to 
this Department, giving the names of the children and the 
Operations and treatment required in each cage. He aleo 
arranged to have thie work done by Dr. George 8. Burt, of Owen 
Sound, who ie a Specialist in Kyee, Eare, Noee and Throat. Dr. 
Burt agreed to perform theese operations at a very moderate 
oharge, much below hie regular fee. The services of an 
anaesthetist wae aleo arranged for, as well ae the hoepitel 
charges. 


There is a 'bus service from Southampton to Owen 
Sound thrice daily, which passes through the Indian village. 
The feee to be charged for theee operatione, ae arranged for 
by Dr. Heagerty, are as follows:-

Regarding the children who require dental treatment, 
Mr. Agent Stout was requested to arrange with a dentiet in 
Southampton to perform thie work. He was to visit the reserve 
where treatment could be carried out in the Schools, and the 
fees paid were to be either on a per diem allowance or emeall 
for each tooth extracted. 


The arrangements made with Dr. Burt and the fees 
qpeages he him, a6 well ae the fees of the anaesthetist and 
the hoepital cha @ are very much below the regular rate 
charged. Dr, Burt's regular fee for removal of tonsils and 
adenoide is $30.00, and in the cage of the Indian children he 
agreed to out it to $10.00 a case. The ansesthetiet also 
agreed to cut hie fee of $5.00 to $2.50. The hospital has 
agreed to waive the cperation room fee of $4.00 in each cage. 


- Our agent - 
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Our mt wae requested, by official letter of May 
22nd, last, to have the children requiring treatment sent to 
Qwen Sound. I have no information ae to whether these 
po tye = have yet been performed or not, but coneider that 
t te made by Dr. Heagerty are most reasonable 
and at below the regular feee charged white patients. 
Besides, he had arranged for neceseary treatment after all 
operations. 


Dr. Park, for whom application is now made to under- 
take these operations, is a Specialist from Hamilton who vieite 
Southampton during the summer months. There is no suitable 
place in Southampton, or on the reserve, where these children 
could receive the necessary treatment after the operations 
are performed, and it ie for this reason that arrangemente 
were made with the hoepital in Owen Sound to have the work 
Gone there. Presumably, a numper of these operations have 
already been carried out, ae our agent and the teachere on the 
reserve were requested to have the rente allow their children 
sent to Owen Sound and to have all the neceseary operations 
and treatment ie a = administered, es soon ae poesible 
after receiving the Department's instructions.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of 
Department's letter of the 7th inst. re medical services to 
the Indians of the Saugeen Agency. I do not think that the 
Indians have had adequate medical oare during illness lately, 
as many of them would not send for a dootor when in need of 
one when they would have to pay the doctor bill, especially, 
in confinement cases where they should have a doctor in attend- 
anoe, by all means. I would be in favor of mking payments on 
accounts for medical services rendered, as when @ doctor is paid 
& salary he is very oftén imposed upon as I have known the 
dootor to be oalled in some cases where it was not necessary, 
but when the doctor was paid a salary they expeoted him to come 
some times for a trifling matter and as both Dr.laird and Dr. 
P.iJ,Soott are very reasonable in their oharges to the Indians, I 
do not think that they would over charge for any medical services 
rendered to the Indians.

oo Stout of the Saugeen Reserve was requested to 
inform the Department whether he considered that the Indians of 
that reserve have had adequate medioa1 care dur iliness. This 
action was taken by your instructions and indirectly as the 
result of inquiry(by request of this Department) made by Dr. J.J. 
Heagerty, of the partment of Health, into conditions on the 
reserve, 


In making reply Mr. Stout has stated that he considers 
that the Indians have not had the necessary oare which has been 
necessary and he adds that they will not send for a doctor, 
especially in confinement oases knowing that they will have to pay 
for his services, 


The agent recommends that the Department arrange for 
medical attendance for these Indians to be paid for om s0ocounts. 
He states that if a salarged doctor is employed, he will be re- 
quested to render too frequent attendance, or to furnish services 
in oases of trivial ailments. 


There are nee hen | 5 Indians in the band and 


considering that in the past many of them have been able to pay 
for a dootor's services, it is considered that if the Department 
undertakes to pay acmmts for services and medicines up to $500.00 
@ year, the requirements of the situation will be met. The ocon- 
dition of the Band's Interest Account will admit of payment being 
made at this rate. 


Agent Stout has remarked that Dre. Laird and Seott, of 
Southampton, who it is understood have furnished such attendance 
ag the Indians requested,are reasonable in their charges, but Dr. 
Hoager $7, @® stated ih Mr. Sutherland's memorandum hereunder of 
the 26th May, has reported @onfidentially,that he lacks confi- 
denoe in either Dr.lIaird or Dr. Scott, and has suggested bringing 
& dootor from Oven Sound, Dr.Hea ty 1s quoted as saying that 
Dr. Maller of that place visits Allenford twice weekly and could 
go from that point to the reserve. From an examination of the mp 
of the country, it appears that a doctor resident at Southampton 
should be given the work. Allenford is four or five miles distant 
from the reserve and if a doctor is there only 4 couple of times 
& week, he might not be able to rencsr prompt attention to the 
particular olass of cases specially mentioned by Agent Stout. 


I would suggest making 4 trial arrangment with Dr. laird 
for six months, under whioh he should render attendance when 
necessary, it being ynderstood that he be paid on accounts and

he is employed by the Department, he should give special attention 
to confinement cases and to cases where ohi en are the patients, 
as it would appear that ohildren of sohool age have not up to the 
present been receiving the attention which is necessary.

The building is of solid brick construction on 
iit 


e foundation with basement (under new portion) furnace 
heated and ventilated in a eatisfactory manner. The inter- 
ior of the building is completed except the placing of 
black-boards, and the exterior with the exception of p@int- 
ing and grading around the building which has been delayed 
owing to the constant wet weather there which would not per- 
mit of this work being done satisfactorily. 

The completed work is first class in every partic- 
ular ae far as can be judged from inspection ina finished 
condition without personal knowledge of +the work under con- 
struction. 

The class room accommodates 40 to 43 pupile and is 
well lighted, heatod ard ventilated. The hardwood floors 
are oiled and. varnishedsin a sanitary manner. The two 
cloak rooms for the sexes are also floored in hardwood and 
the trim finished in oil and varnished as is the small 
teachers’ entrance room. The ceilings throughout are of 
metal neatly tinted. 

There is a staircase to basement giving entrance 
from both out and inside with locked doors which permits 


of the basement being kept in a sanitary condition without 


entering the school room etc. while doing this work 
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The fences and grounds surrounding school require 
some attention as some of the fence posts have rotted away 
allowing the fence to fall, and the yard requires some 
grading and ploughing. I have instructed the Agent to have 
these put in order, also to provide a few loade of gravel 
immediately surrounding the school entrances. 

The pump platform was found in bad condition with 
flow of surface water towards the well. The Agent has also 
been instructed to take off the defective wood platform 


and build up in concrete extending the wall of concrete at 


least 4+ feet below the surface to prevent frogs, toade and 


worms entering the well. 

When these repairs have been completed the school 
and surroundings will be first class in every particular. 

The equipment of this school is deficient to the 
extent that 43 pupils are enrolled with seating accommodat- 
ions for 36 and for 4+ of these the seats and backs are not 
the required size for the desks, the seats being so high 
that there is no space to permit the scholar to occupy the 
seat with comfort. New backs of the proper size should be 
provided. 

The additional 7 single seats required can be 
taken from the village school, Saugeen Agency, which have 
a large excess of seats over their requirement and of the 
size necessary. 

A desk and chair for the teacher is also 


necessary and should also be provided as the ones now there

Regarding the health conditions I have 
never had a report of any epidemic of any kind of sickness 
in Scotch Settlement. We had an epidemic of whooping cough 
in the Village, but there wasn't any in scotch Settlement. 
Regarding the boy, who she says is léterally dying on his 
feet, Mrs. xobb has never informed me of this case, and I 
Ao not know who the boy could be. Neither do I know who the 
four girls are that she mentioned have goitre. The girl 
she mentions who is blind in one eye is Mary Cameron, sho 
was in the hospital in Owen Sound from April 14th to June 27th 
under the care of a specialist, Dr. surt, and he 4idn't re- 
commend glasses, and he ought to know better than Mrs. “obb 
whether she needs glasses or not. 


With regards to water in the basement, IL 
don't know how there could be any, as there was a drain put 
in this summer, one of the best, that i ever saw in ae cellar. 
It was put in with six inch tile. Mr. Parker examined this 
drain when he was visiting the xeserve last fall, and I think 
he will back up my statement. I visited this school on the 
22nd inst. and Mrs. xobb did not mention any water in the 
basement. She 41d not make a complaint of any kind, and it is 
the only time since taking this office that I was up there 
without Mrs. dobb having a complaint of some kind. 


Re the pump, she had been oomplaining of 
the pump, and? last month there was some glass to be put in, and 
the bell to fix, and I took a man up, an expert, I went up 
with him, as he would need help to lift it out, and he said 
there was nothing wrong with it. She sent word@to me with the 
truant officer that the pump was not working. 


ne the house cleaning, I wish to refer to 
your letter 14-31 of May loth, 1924, where you said Mrs. xobb 
was caretaker, and it was up to her to keep the school clean. 
Her salary was raised at that time for that purpose. It would 
be impossible to please this woman., and she has had trouble 
with every agent who has been here in her time.

I have your letter of the’ 28th ultimo, enclosing the report 
of Dr. Laird on his examination”of the children who require medical 
attention at the Scotoh Settlement Indian Day School. We note that 
the Doctor states that suitable medical treatment will meet the 
present needs of each case, It is hoped that he will see that the 
children who have goitre receive the necessary treatment and remedies, 
If a emall quantity of todine Salt was supplied, and the necessary 
instructions given the teacher, she would, no doubt, see that the 
Same is given, as prescribed by the Doctor, to those pupils who have 
goitre, 


It is also considered that if those pupils who are under- 
nourished would receive milk it would be of benefit to them. The 
teacher would, no doubt, see that they get a moderate supply each 
day. You might arrange to have the amount required delivered to 
the teacher at the school, and she should see that the children who 
require same receive a small quantity each day. Please consult the 
teacher regarding the serving of the milk, and inform the Depar tment 
as to the number of quarts you would recommend be delivered, and 
the cost per quart. If any utensils are required for the serving 
of the milk, the same could be obtained after you have forwarded 
the Department a list of what is required. 


Please take up with the Dootor and the teacher as soon as 
possible the question of suprlying iodine Salt, and milk, and inform 
the Department definitely as to whether you would recommend that 
the above suggestions be carried out. 


We note that Dinah John requires dental attention. You 
might state whether you can arrange to have a dentist give the 
treatment required, the approximate cost of the work and also whether 
this girl's parents can pay the cost of the dental work, 


The Doctor should give the necessary treatment to Ernest 
John, who has a discharging ear. Please also state whether arrange- 
ments can be made to have this boy sent to the hospital in Owen 
Sound for the removal of his adenoids, and the approximate cost of 
the operation and hospital expenses. It may be that the same 
arrangements could be made for this operation as were made in the 
case of the other pupils who were operated on sometime ago. 


Please give the above matters your @arly consideration and 
report fully to the Department regarding the supplying of milk, eta.

The doctor has examined all the children 
now, the last one yesterday, being the fetonoquot boy, and 
has excused him from school as he has tuberculosis, and has 
given his parents instructions what to do. 


I would recommend giving the unde r-nourished 
children milk, and think two quarts 4 day would be sufficient 
for the time being. At present we can get the milk from Bas. 

, John, an Indian, who will deliver it at the school for 12a¢ 
per quart. It is hard to get milk at this season of the year 
and if anything happens that we can't get the milk we can 
get a substitute, which “rs. xobb uses herself. I would also 
recommend itodine salt or a suitable treatment for goitre given 
the children by the teacher. 


I took this matter up with both the doctor 
and the teacher. ‘The required utensils are four drinking cups 
an? four teaspoons. . 


With regards to the dental work and the 
operation for adenoids, lL can't give the approximate cost at 
present, as I will have to look further into the matter and 
get the parent 's consent.

Nothing 
has been done to the building for years. As a result, the 
outside woodwork is deteriorating badly. The closets, 
particularly the boys', were in a filthy condition. I 
ordered the closets cleaned and a urinal placed in the 
boys' immediately. ‘his has been done. ‘he agent and 
teacher are both at fault for allowing such oonditions to 
exist. The closet screens should be straightened and 


both closets and screens given a coat of red paint.

With reference to your memorandum of Oct.14th in 


which mention is made of the request of the Surpent River Indians

I regret to inform you that during my absence 
yesterday the Indian School at Kenabutch was burned. The 
cause of the fire is unknown to me as it tirst broke out in 

the front wall, out I can only believe that the rats must 
have garried matches and started it, as the stoves and Pipes 
were 16 tt. removed trom where the blaze was first discowered 
and there had been no fresh tires made for 2 hours previous. 

I had just lett there a tew minutes before to 
come to Cutler and while here was intormed that it was 
burning. [I received such a shock that it was a tew minutes 
before I could hurry to the scene. 

When I arrived, the Indians had broken the door 
and were at work moving turniture, my personal velongings, 
etc., They had found it impossible to quench the tire as 
it was running along the dry pine boards. 

In @ very tew minutes a large number of people 
were there and succeeded in saving everything except the 
bare building. They even removed window frames without 
breaking tne glass, took off doors and moved botn stoves and

check the accuracy of this latter statement. Moreover, 
the affair forms a succulent morsel for conversation 
along the line, 

I am not, personally, very prone towards 
taking such notice of neighbourhood scandal, but, in 
this case, there are two points bearing upon the 
efficiency of the Indian school system: (1) If the 
situation is as stated, is the teacher ot ae 
the example desired in Indian schools? and 2 at 
effect 16 being made upon public opinion in regard to 
such schools? 


Thessalon, Ont. 
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Were it not for these two points, (and 
this is not the first time that they have been 
called to my attention), I should not be inclined 
to interfere with any individual's personal 
affairs. As it is, I am merely reporti that 
such representations have been made in order that 
the Department may make such enquiries, (if any), 
upon ite own account as may be deemed worth le. 

I should merely like to say that, in my 
opinion, Mies Bush, in a situation where the counter- 
a tractions are not too erred is capable of doing 
really efficient work with Indian ohildren, and it 
might be a good plan to exchange her with a teacher 
more remote from Blind River, * 


Please report fully regarding the Inspector's 
remarks and state whether or not you are aware if there is 
any truth in the remarks that the Inspector has heard, 


Would you consider it advisable to transfer 
Miss Bush to the Sagamook School and send Miss Kelly to 
Serpent River after the holidays, or do you believe it 
would be in the best interests of the work to dispense 
with the sefvices of Miss Bush?
